GOP delegate race tight

President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan fought for the few re ­ 
maining 
national 
convention 
delegates Saturday in Republi­ 
can caucuses and conventions 
in five states. 
Ford gained most of the dele­ 
gates chosen early in the day, 
but Reagan began catching up 
and narrowed Ford’s total dele­ 
gate lead to 90, according to an 
Associated Press tally of re­ 
sults from 
Iowa, Delaware, 
Texas and Colorado and partial 
returns from Washington. 
Ford has a total of 1,005 na­ 


tional convention delegates, ac­ 
cording to The AP tally, while 
Reagan has 915. 
It takes 1,130 votes to win 
nomination at the national con­ 
vention. There are 164 uncom­ 
mitted delegates and 174 yet to 
be chosen nationally. 
No 
Democratic 
delegates 
were chosen Saturday. Accord­ 
ing to The AP tally, Jimmy 
Carter has 1,416 delegates — 89 
short of the number neededfor 
nomination. His only remaining 
active opponent, Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. of California, has 
301. 
Caucuses of Republicans rep­ 


resenting Washington’s seven 
congressional districts gave 14 
delegates to Reagan and 7 to 
Ford. The remaining 17 mem­ 
bers of the state’s 38-member 
national convention delegation 
were being chosen by the full 
state GOP convention. 
Republicans in Texas chose 
four at-large delegates com­ 
mitted to Reagan. 


Ford won 19 delegates to the 
Republican national convention 
at Iowa’s national convention 
on Saturday. Reagan won the 
other 17. 
Delaware Republicans elect­ 


ed a slate of 17 national dele 
gates. They are technically un­ 
committed, but an AP survey 
of the delegates indicated that 
12 preferred Ford and 5 were 
undecided. None said they pre­ 
ferred Reagan. 


And, as expected, Reagan 
picked up all three national 
delegates chosen 
in a con­ 
vention of Colorado’s 2nd Dis­ 
trict Republicans. Reagan now 
holds all six of the delegates 
elected so far in Colorado. The 
state will send a total of 31 
delegates to the GOP national 


convention. 


On 
the 
Democratic 
side, 
Texas Democrats met in Hous­ 
ton to name 32 at-large national 
convention delegates, including 
20 who will be pledged to front- 
runner Jimmy Carter. 


Carter, meanwhile, ended a 
five-day vacation Saturday with 
speeches in Lafayette, Ind., and 
Atlanta. 


South Dakota Democrats also 
chose delegates but, like North 
Carolina, the candidates’ stand­ 
ings were determined by an 
earlier primary.

Segregation study hits North 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ra- 
ially 
imbalanced 
schools, 
vhile decreasing in southern 
ind border states, have been

¡overnment statistics released 
iaturday show. 
Northeast and Midwest public 
choois are now, in effect, the 
nost segregated in the nation 
nd those in the South the least 
egregated, the survey said. 
The West has changed little 
lince 1970. it added. 
In what was called the first 
abuiation of Latino “segrega- 
ion trends.” the study also 
iaid segregation of Spanish-sur- 
ïamed pupils increased in the 


1970s in all regions of the na­ 
tion. 
The data was compiled by 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare at the re­ 
quest of Sens. Jacob K. Javits. 
R-N.Y., 
and 
Edward 
W. 
Brooke, R-Mass. 
In releasing an independent 
analysis of the data done by a 
Brookings Institution research­ 
er, the two senators said the in­ 
formation demonstrates “how 
few children have been affected 
by desegregation plans outside 
the South.” 
Although the Supreme Court 
declared school segregation un­ 
constitutional in 1954, in the 
1974*75 school year rougbJv six 


of every 10 black pupils in the 
Northeast, Midwest and border 
states 
were 
attending 
“in­ 
tense!} 
segregated” 
schools, 
the study said. 
By contrast, it said, in the 
South during ttie same school 
year slightly over two of every 
10 black pupils were attending 
such schools. 
In 
1964, 
when 
Congress 
passed the Civil Rights Act, 
about 98 per cent of the black 
pupils in the South were attend­ 
ing all-black or mostly black 
schools. 
“Within a decade the region 
where complete school segrega­ 
tion prevailed has become the 
pioneer in desegregated educa­ 


tion,” Javits and Brooke said. 
Enrollment 
records 
from 
school districts that encompass 
an estimated 92 per cent of the 
nation's black enrollment and 
75 per cent of its Latino enroll­ 
ment were used as the basis of 
the survey. 
The study showed that in 
1970, 64.2 per cent of Latino 
children were attending “pre­ 
dominantly minority” schools 
and 29 per cent were attending 
“intensely segregated” schools. 
By the 1974-75 school year, 
these levels had increased to 
67.4 per cent and 30 per cent, 
respectively. 
An 
“intensely 
segregated” 
school was defined as one with 
I 


more than a 90 per cent minor­ 
ity enrollment 
These increases were reflect­ 
ed in all regions oi the country. 
They said the most intense 
cases of all-minonty or mostly 
minority schools now occur “ in 
the big cities where the busing 
conflict is most severe.” 
Gary Orfield, the Brookings 
researcher who put together 
the statistics, called the find 
ings on the Latino children 
“particularly shocking.” 
“We weren’t surprised with 
the statistics on blacks. They 
followed pretty well established 
trends. But those on Latinos 
were unexpected,” he said in 
an interview.

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While he was attending Washington’s Georgetown 
University in 1949, William Peter Blatty read about the 
reported exorcism of a 14-year-old boy in nearby Mt. 
Rainier, Maryland. The entire subject of diabolical 
possession came to fascinate Blatty, and two decades 
later he wrote a novel on the subject that proved 
equally fascinating to millions of readers. Since its 
publication in 1971, “ The Exorcist” has sold over 
6,000,000 copies in the United States alone, and has 
been translated into 18 languages and has reawakened 
world-wide interest in the whole spectrum of super­ 
natural phenomena. 
The Maryland case on which Blatty modeled his 
tale about a possessed young girl was by no means the 
only such incident in recent times. Exorcistic cere­ 
monies remain a bastion of certain Eastern cultures, 
several Western exorcisms in this century have been 
extensively documented and countless others have 
undoubtedly 
been performed in the 
secrecy still 
enshrouding this ancient practice. 
Ours is a skeptical age, and a host of physiological 
and psychological explanations have recently been 
advanced for cases of “ diabolical possession.” Psy­ 
chosurgery, arteriography and newly discovered drugs 
are all scientific alternatives to the ritual of exorcism. 
Yet no discovery has enabled us to understand the 
fundamental nature of evil and its irrational, violent, 
persistent infestation of man throughout history. 
By charting the specific symptoms of a young girl 
presumed “ possessed” and detailing the methods by 
which the demon was exorcised from her, Blatty hoped 
to frame the unending battle between good and evil in 
a dramatically compelling and philosophically provoca­ 
tive narrative. Director William Friedkin’s film version 
of “ The Exorcist.”

Since man first believed in demons, he has also 
believed that these malignant forces can take pos­ 
session of him. And since man’s earliest conviction 
that he could control his fate, he has conducted rites 
of exorcism to purge evil from those possessed. 
Exorcisms date as far back as ancient Egypt but 
did not flourish until the Middle Ages. Because pagan 
influences gradually perverted the ceremony, its uses 
and techniques were regulated by the Roman Catholic 
Church with the 1614 publication of the “ Rituale 
Romanorum.” Since then, exorcisms have largely been 
performed in secrecy, and reported modem instances 
are rare. 
Perhaps the most widely publicized exorcism in 
20th-century America occurred in 1949, when a Jesuit 
priest expelled a demon from a 14-year-old boy living 
in Mt. Rainier, Maryland. 
The boy’s possession was first noted in a series 
of mysterious m anifestations-scratching and marching 
sounds under his bed, furniture sliding across his room, 
the tilting of a chair on which he sat, the levitation of 
objects about him. When these witnessed phenomena 
were accompanied by livid red eruptions on the boy’s 
body, his parents consulted numerous medical and 
religious authorities, but no explanations or cures 
could be found for the increasingly frequent horrors. 
After obtaining permission from his archbishop, a 
priest conducted nearly 30 rites of exorcism over the 
next two months. While the religious ceremonies were 
being held, the boy would curse, fight and kick those 
around him. 
Finally, after reading of a similar case 75 years 
earlier in Wisconsin, the officiating priest forced the 
boy to wear a chain of religious medals and hold a 
crucifix in his hand during the exorcism. The boy 
responded with greater violence than ever, and five 
Alexian Brothers were necessary to constrain the 
youngster’s nearly super-human strength. Following an 
especially severe spastic bout, the demon announced 
himself through the boy’s lips and then departed. 
Today, that boy is a happily married 38-year-old 
man with no recollection of the three months in which 
the demon took command of his body — if in fact that 
is what happened. The priest’s account, now lodged in 
official Roman Catholic archives, evidences no doubt 
that the boy was diabolically possessed. Modern 
science, however, has a battery of possible explana­ 
tions and cures that might have alleviated the young­ 
sters suffering. 
As far back as 1583 the Church has recognized 
that most cases of possession probably allow a psy­ 
chiatric explanation, and the “ Roman Ritual” cautions 
against misinterpreting psychotic or neurotic symptoms 
as justification for exorcism. In addition, recent 
research in such new fields as psychosurgery, arterio­ 
graphy and parapsychology may lead to successful 
diagnoses and treatments of supposed cases of pos­ 
session. For the moment, however, science has not 
found a completely plausible explanation for the strange 
incidents 
surrounding the adolescent boy in Mt. 
Rainier, Maryland. 
While still a student at Georgetown University, 
William Peter Blatty read of the unusual episode and 
became fascinated with the subject of diabolical 
possession. Two decades later he transmuted the 1949 
case into “ The Exorcist,” a novel that sold over 
6,000,000 copies domestically and has been translated 
into 18 languages. 
Under the direction of William Friedkin, that book 
has now becoffte a Warner Bros, motion picture.

I noted with interest the re­ 
printing of the Jefferson City 
Post-Tribune editorial on my 
candidacy in the May 11th 
edition of the Sikeston Daily 
Standard. 
I am not writing to attack the 
editorial prerogative of the 
“Post Tribune”, but rather to 
correct 
some 
gross 
misrepresentations of fact 
which appeared in this par­ 
ticular editorial. 
One of the issues cited by the 
voting indexers of the special 
interest groups on which the 
editorial was based was the 
successful overriding of the 
President’s 
veto 
of 
the 
Education Appropriations Act. 
Any wll informed citizen would 
know that a 1.7 percent increase 
in education funding provided in 
the bill is not excessive; in fact, 
it is far less than needed to meet 
the costs of inflation, and has a 
minimal impact on the national 
deficit. The increase, in fact, is 
700 million dollars under the 
congressional budget ceiling for 
education, and the veto was a 
dramatic and unconscionable 
reduction in federal com­ 
mitment to education. 
The “Post Tribune” also 
mentioned my vote to repeal the 
Hatch Act. It is my belief that 
the excessive limitations on 
political activity deny federal 
employees the opportunity to 
fully participate in the political 
process that is afforded other 
citizens. It is furthermore none 


of the government’s business 
what its employees do on their 
own free time as long as it does 
not affect his 
cm- her per­ 
formance on the job. It is 
patently unfair to deny him this 
freedom. The bill furthermore 
strengthened existing protec­ 
tions for federal employees 
against possible coercion by 
their government superiors. 
Another vote cited by the 
“ Post Tribune” 
and 
the 
American Conservative Union 
as objectionable dealt with one 
of the key consumer issues of 
this session. I 
voted with the 
majority of my colleagues to 
establish a Consumer Protection 
Agency for the simple reason 
it’s time the average man was 
given organized and effective 
representation before a myriad 
of federal agencies which make 
decisions affecting all con­ 
sumers. Business, has the time, 
money and expertise to make 
significant impact on govern­ 
ment policies. The interests of 
business lobby groups do not 
alway coincide with those of the 
consumer. 
In addition, the 
Consumer Protection Agency 
would act only as an advocate 
for consumers, and would not 
have the power to overrule the 
determination of any federal 
agency. 
The ACU and the National 
Taxpayer’s Union also cited the 
vote on H.R. 10585, which in­ 
creased the nation’s debt limit. 
This was not a simple vote to 
curb spending and thus in­ 
flation. It was a procedural vote 
and failure to pass the bill would 
have 
effectively 
halted 
government operations as it 
would not have allowed the 
government to borrow money 
after November 15, 1975. 
Increasing the ceiling merely 
carried on programs and 
operations confirmed by the 
Congress and the President. 
The editorial also mentioned 
my vote on legislation to prevent 
default of New York City. The 
candidate who the "Post 
Tribune” endorses in the Senate 
Race, Warren Heames, publicly 
stated he 
also supported 
assisting New York City. This 
vote was not a bail-out of New 
York City, but rather provided a 
way to avoid the costly 
disruptions that default would 
cause, while providing stringent 
conditions to move New York 
toward a balanced budget. The 
bill also insured that there would 
ultimately be no cost to the

I might add that under the bill, 
the AFL-CIO building trade 
unions would not be permitted to 
strike or picket if the object is to 
force off the job a subcontractor 
employing an independent 
union. Additionally, it will in n# 
way change the present lav/ 
prohibiting 
unions 
from 
picketing in order to achieve 
contracts providing for the 
hiring of only union employees. 
What it does is say that if those 
who set type in a newspaper 
and those who keep the presses 
running are working on the 
same job, then those who install 
toilets and those who lay the 
carpels in the construction of a 
building are also working on the 
same job, or “common site”.

The “Post Tribune” also 
blasted me and my colleagues 
for voting to appropriate $5 
billion to create jobs in the 
public sector for the millions of 
unemployed Americans. 
Unemployment in this country is 
at its highest rate since the 
Depression — an intolerably 
high figure that is not only 
socially 
devisive 
but 
economically ruinous. Finding 
work for the jobless is an urgent 
necessity, because the only way 
to improve the economy, end the 
raid on the taxpayer dollars with 
unemployment 
and 
welfare 
benefits, is to put people back to 
work. 
Money creating jobs 
saves the government money in 
the long run, it does not 
irresponsibly squander it. 
I also noted with interest the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
criticism of my vote to ov- 
berride the President’s veto of 
emergency price supports for 
1975 crops. I’m not surprised 
that the “Post Tribune” and 
the lobby for big business would 
align themselves against the 
American farmer, but I would 
like to point out a few basic 
facts. A record crop in 1975, 
resulting in lower prices, would 
add to the financial difficulties 
of farmers already burdened by 
skyrocketing production costs. 
The current level of price 
supports is too low for current 
marketplace 
conditions. 
My 
position, I might add, was not 
only supported by 
several 
farm organizations but by the 
Consumers Federation. 
I am also not surprised that 
the "Post Tribune” and the 
Chamber found fault with my 
“yes” vote on the Energy 
Conservation and Conversion 
Act which saved consumers $38 
billion in higher energy prices. A 
responsible energy plan en- 
courates 
conservation 
and 
reduced U.S. dependence on 
foreign oil. It does not boost oil 
industry profits, as the Chamber 
and the Administration sought 
to do at the expense of the 
consumer. 
The “Post Tribune” also used 
the voting index of the American 
Security Council to criticize my 
record on defense. Your readers 
might be interested to know the 
Council report was based on 
public opinion, not the stands 
of the Defense Department. 
Because of my constant contact 
with my constituents, I know 
how they feel about issues, and if 
they had disapproved of the way 
I voted, I would not have been 
re-elected by one of the largeest 
majorities of the past two 
decades. 
To be specific on the rating in 
the defense public opinion poll, 
the low figure was based on my 
absence when a couple of its 
selected votes were taken.

Before assuming 
the bench he had many years of 
experience as a trial lawyer and 
was well-founded in the law and 
judicial procedures. As a judge 
he has always been kind, con­ 
siderate, tolerant but firm. He 
runs the best court of any judge I 
have known. 
It is my understanding that 
Judge Craig’s opponent in the 
August primary has seldom, if 
ever, tried a contested case, and 
has seldom, if ever, apperared 
before a jury, and has little or no 
experience of minute procedure 
and technique.

Kuhn, who has been called wishy’washy by some of his critics, 
shattered that image Friday when he voided the $3.5-million sale of 
three Oakland A’s players-outfielder Joe Rudi and relief pitcher 
Rollie Fingers to Boston for $1 million each, and pitcher Vida Blue to 
the New York Yankees for $1.5 million. 
It was perhaps the most decisive and certainly the most con­ 
troversial action in his seven years as commissioner. 
And it set him up for what is expected to be a tough challenge from 
the A’s formidable owner, Finley. A loss in court could be 
devastating to Kuhn’s career. 
“We’re going to court Monday morning for an injunction,” Finley 
told his manager, Chuck Tanner, on Friday. 
“I don’t know what Kuhn is trying to do, but it seems to me he is 
going against the law of the land when the courts have rules these 
players can play out their option,” said Finley. 
Yankees owner George Steinbrenner is expected to join the suit, 
said but Red Sox owner Tom Yawkey said he would not. 
“The Red Sox will not take the commissioner to court. I hate 
lawsuits. There are too many lawsuits in sports already. I’ve had my 
stomach full of them,” Yawkey said. 
“I’m dumfounded,” said the Yankees’ vocal manager, Billy 
Martin. “ThisisworsethanWatergate.” 
Meanwhile, Finley decided that he would not allow the three 
players to suit up. “If Charlie uses any of the players then, in

essence, he is ratifying the commissioner’s position,” said Finley’s 
attorney, Neil Papiano. “Also, what if the A’s play Rudi and he 
breaks a leg and then the courts rule Rudi belongs to Boston. Who is

Finley told Tanner: “I don’t even want them in uniform. Also, 
keep them out of the clubhouse. Oakland players have been known 
to get hurt in there.” 
However, on Saturday, Finley said in an interview, that he would 
suit the players up, allow them to continue workouts, but they would 
not be put in a ball game. 
All three were back in Oakland Saturday. Blue refused to com­ 
ment and Rudi said only: “Just forget everything I’ve said all week.

Fingers was calm. “There was a lot of handshaking when I came 
in,” said Fingers. “Everybody said, “Glad to see you back.’ And if I 
stay here, I’d like tp sign with the A’s.

(NEA) - On the first Sunday 
in M ay, a crisp day in 
Pittsburgh, Randall Leo Jones 
of the San Diego Padres 
revealed the style that makes 
him the most baffling pitcher 
in major league baseball. 
From his slightly elevated 
command post in the middle 
of Three Rivers Stadium, 
Randy looked at the menacing 
bulk of Willie Stargell, poised 
with a bludgeon in his power­ 
ful fists, only 60 feet 6 inches 
away. 
Randy didn’t look down 
because Willie’s 6 feet 3 in­ 
ches (carrying 220 pounds) 
made up the difference the 
mound gave to Randy, who is 
5-10. 
There w ere two P irate 
runners on base and nobody 
out in the ninth inning. Willie, 
who is within range of 400 
home runs for his career, 
could be the tying run. 
“ I threw him a slider away 
for a strike,” recalls Randy 
vividly. ‘‘I cam e right back 
with a fast ball on the outside 
corner for a strike. 
Right 
around the knees. It surprised 
him.” 
Then the chunky lefthander 
wasted a slider that was so 
wide Stargel wouldn’t bite at 
it. He wasted another slider as 
Willie waited impassively for 
a good pitch. With the count 2- 
and-2, Randy changed the grip 
slightly on the ball cradled in 
his glove. He kicked, whirled 
and rotated the ball sharply 
off his fingertips. Stargell 
strode and whipped his bat in 
an arc at the same time. As it 
reached the outside edge of 
the plate, the ball dipped 
sharply under the swing. 
Strike three! 


“That was the big out,” 
rem em bers m anager John 
M cNam ara of the Padres. 
“He didn’t give in to him and 
he got the ball where he 
wanted to. It was the work of 
a m aster craftsm an.” 
He also won the game. 
By the end of May, Randy 
Jones had won 10 games, as 
much as any pitcher in the 
history of the National League 
at that early point of the 
season. 
Coupled with th e 20-12 
season he had last year for a 
team which lost 20 games

Noranda doubles output capacity

NEW MADRID - The giant 
Noranda 
Aluminum 
Inc. 
reduction plant here doubled its 
output capacity this week with 
the ceremonial tapping of a 
second “pot line” giving the 
plant the ability to produce 
140,000 tons of aluminum an­ 
nually. 


The 
presen t 
expansion, 
estimated by Noranda officials 
to cost $85 million, was com­ 
pleted in 22 months by con­ 
tractors Alberici-Fruin-Colnon, 
with engineering by Kaiser 
Engineers, Inc. 
Noranda expects that the 
expanded facility will employ 
about 850 people, with 300 new 
jobs being opened by the ad­ 
ditional pot line. About 115 from 
Sikeston are currently employed 
there. The estimated annual 
payroll is expected to reach $12 
million. 


The tapping of the ceremonial 
crucible marked the end of the 
reduction plant process con­ 
ducted 
at 
Noranda, 
which 
begins in the tropical areas near 
the equator, with the mining of 
bauxite. 
Buaxite 
is 
composed 
of 
aluminum oxide (alumina) and 
collections of iron and silica or 
sand. The bauxite is crushed and 
digested into a caustic soda 
solution. The solution dissolves 
the alumina but not the other 
impurities. The process works 
through the elevation of tem ­ 
peratures and pressure. The 


impurities are filtered leaving a 
white crystal which looks like 
sugar. It is this substance, 
called alumina, that is shipped 
by 
river 
barge 
from 
New 
Orleans 900 miles to the New 
Madrid facility. 
When the alumina arrives at 
the Noranda port facility, huge 
snorkles are lowered into the 
barge and the alumina is sucked 
up to an enclosed conveyer 
system which transports it to the 
plant. 


The alumina is reduced by 
electroytic process to produce 
aluminum. 
Two 
pounds 
of 
alumina plus one half pound of 
carbon will produce one pound 
of aluminum. Noranda produces 
its own anodes by combining a 
mixture carbon and coal tar 
which is pressed into an anode 
block. The anode blocks are 
hardened by heating to tem­ 
peratures of 1,150 degrees. 
After cooling, the anodes are 
removed and cleaned and then 
taken to the carbon rodding area 
by conveyors. In this area, two 
anode blocks are secured to an 
aluminum rod and coated with a 
thin layer of molten aluminum. 
The com pleted assem bly 
weighs nearly a ton and it is 
inserted in a reduction cell in the 
potroom area. The anode life is 
generally 18 days for each anode 
assembly. 
The reduction cell is normally 
called a “pot” and has two main 
parts. The bottom is a steel shell 
12 feet wide, 28 feet long and four 
feet deep. It is lined with an­ 
thracite coal and acts as the 


cathode 
of 
the 
electrolytic 
process. 
The 
top 
super­ 
structure supports the anode bus 
and 18 carbon assemblies. 
The cavity of the pot contains 
the molten metal and a sodium 
aluminum-flouride 
compound 
called 
cryolite. 
Alumina 
is 
added to the cryolite and is 
separated to aluminum and 
oxygen through the electrolytic 
process. 


The 
molten 
aluminum 
is 
transferred to the metal service 
department. Here it is cast into 
a solid form. The aluminum is 
poured into melting furnaces of 
80,000 pounds capacity. Here it 
is processed to 
meet 
each 
customers requirement. 
The metal service department 
makes two general types of 
castings: direct chill and pig 
casting. 


Rolling ingot and extrusion 
billet are made using the direct 
chill method. The metal from 
the holding furnace is poured 
into a mold which has a movable 
bottom supported by a hydraulic 
piston. As it solidifies it lowers 
into a pit. The ingot is placed in a 
rectangular mold and the ex­ 
trusion billet 
in a circular 
frame. Each unit can produce 
casts up to 42,000 pounds in 
weight. 
Other 
methods of casting 
utilize a mold of fixed capacity. 
Fifty-pound molds are termed 
“pigs’'and 1,200-pound molds are 
called “sows”--each of which is 
used for the manufacture of a 
wide 
range 
of 
alum inum 


products as are the ingot and 
billet castings. 
Noranda Aluminum, Inc., is a 
wholly 
owned subsidiary 
of 
Noranda Mines Ltd. of Toronto, 
Ontario, 
Canada.

Former Israeli Prime Minster Golda Meir appeared on 
the ABC television program “Issues and Answers” last 
week and engaged in a little pulling of the American 
public leg. One question concerned Israel’s nuclear 
capability and published reports that Israel has a 
nuclear arsenal of 10 to 20 bombs. “That’s pure non­ 
sense,” she said. 
“We’re not a nuclear country. Israel 
has no nuclear weapons.” 
We hope our Israeli friends will forgive is if we politely 
decline to accept such a statement. Israel has long 
possessed a nuclear reactor, at Dimona, and what goes 
on there is not exactly a matter of public record. There 
might be some quibbling as to whether the necessary 
assemblage of a nuclear weapon has actually taken 
place, but this would be a matter of hours at most, and 
more likely only minutes. The U.S. intelligence com­ 
munity, for one, has no doubt as to Israel’s nuclear 
capability. A nation as mortally threatened as Israel 
considers itself to be would be remiss if it did not acquire 
every possible deterrent. 
Why then Mrs. Meir’s flat denial? 
We can only ascribe it to the tendency of governments 
in general to lie about things which are considered to be 
damaging if acknowledged in public. The U.S. gover­ 
nment has not always been an exception. Sometimes this 
may even be legitimate and necessary. The Israelis have 
evidently concluded that their public posture on nuclear 
weapons should be the disavowal made by Mrs. Meir. In 
private, they assume the Arabs are well aware of their 
capabilities, and that is what counts. 
The trouble with this is that the Middle East peace, if it 
is ever to come, must rest upon an eventual acceptance 
by both sides of the stated intentions of the other. In other 
words, on credibility. Israel must believe that the Arabs 
will ultimately reconcile themselves to her existence, or 
she will never give up any more territory. And the Arabs 
must believe that Israel really intends to make 
territorial concessions, or else they can have no faith in 
the negotiating process. 
Right now, the burden of credibility rests more heavily 
on Israel. Israelis, for example, are establishing set­ 
tlements in occupied Arab territory in a manner which 
seems to belie the oft repeated statement that the 
territorial question is negotiable. The Arabs are un­ 
derstandably inferring from this that Israel has no in­ 
tention of giving any of these areas back — ever. 
In this already suspicious climate, Mrs. Meir’s deniel 
of the obvious is not very helpful.

you, the young?” he asked.

Kenna

system—social,

economic—in which you would 
like to live 25 years from now.” 
By that time, he said, “you and 
your fellow students across the 
nation will

reception on the Hill indicates 
that the final figure will soar far 
beyond that record level.”

penditures, Mr. Kenna com­ 
mented. He said that defense 
spending has dropped from 9.3 
per cent of the budget in 1960 to 
5.8 last year, and non-defense 
items account for 75 per cent of 
the federal budget, “with in­ 
come maintenance or personal 
aid 
programs 
showing 
the 
greatest increase of all.” Mr. 
Kenna pointed out that there are 
now more than 1,000 of these 
federal assistance programs, 
“ 10 times as many as in 1960.” 
Mr. Kenna expressed concern 
that “total government spen­ 
ding is increasing far rpore 
rapidly 
than 
the 
overall 
economy that supports it.” He 
noted that it accounted for 21 per 
cent of the nation’s total output 
in 1950, rose to 27 per cent in 1960 
and has leaped to 36 per cent 


today. 
Deficits are also ballooning, 
he declared. He said politicians 
- are resorting to “more and more 
red-ink financing of the social 
programs so many seem to 
w ant..yet so few want to pay 
for.”

Stock Of Investors 
Diversified 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON- A 57-story 
tower dominates the low-slung 
skyline of the Minneapolis-St. 
Paul twin cities. The imposing 
tower, together with the com­ 
plementing edifices at its base, 
is the home of Investors 
Diversif ied Services. 
This is a multibillion-dollar 
financial complex, a govern­ 
ment unto itself, whose cor­ 
porate command is located far 
from 
the backroom s 
of 
Washington 
and 
the 
board 
rooms of Wall Street. But its 
economic power is felt in the 
loftiest offices, and its economic 
tentacles reach into the lowliest 
pockets. 
Some of the biggest names in 
politics have wound up on the 
payroll of Investors Diversified, 
including Richard Nixon who 
served on the boards of four of 
its affiliates between 1964 and 
1968. 
For 
less-than-arduous 
duties, he collected over $44,000 
in fees and $3,500 in expenses. 
Investigators have also been 
able to trace at least one ad­ 
ditional $15,000 payment to his 
former New York tity law firm. 
Nixon appointed Hamer H. 
Budge as chairman of the 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission, which is supposed 
to regulate Investors Diver­ 
sified. After Budge departed 
W ashington, 
he turned up 
quietly in Minnesota working for 
the financial combine he had 
been regulating. 
Nixon’s chief econmic ad­ 
viser, Paul W. McCracken, also 
found employment in the cor­ 
porate 
set-up after 
leaving 
governm ent.

government bigwigs signed on

Investors 
Diversified, 
including ex-Defense Secretary 
Mel Laird, Gen. Mark Clark and 
ex-Rep.

The findings haven’t 
been released to the public, but 
we can reveal the highlights. 
The most disturbing discovery 
was that the federal watchdogs 
have been keeping only half an 
eye on Investors Diversified. 
The regulatory commissions, 
for example, are supposed to 
scrutinize its stock transactions. 
Yet the Senate sleuths found 
that essential information was 
missing from the ownership 
forms. 
Investors Diversified is a vast 
money-making machine, which 
manages 
and 
invests 
other 
people’s money. It has grown 
into the world’s largest mutual 
fund conglomerate, with assets 
of nearly $9 billion scattered 
through a corporate maze. 
It 
controls nine affiliated 
mutual funds, a life insurance 
com plany 
and 
other sub­ 
sidiaries. 
Together with 
its 
affiliates, 
it 
holds 
massive 
blocks of stock in the nation’s 
major industries. 
These include the automotive 
industry 
(Ford and General 
Motors), chemical corporations 
(Dow 
and DuPont), 
energy 
multinationals 
(Exxon, Gulf, 
Texaco and Atlantic Richfield), 
newspapers 
(Knight-Ridder), 
retail 
trade 
(J.C. 
Penney, 
McDonalds,- Sears Roebuck), 
utilities 
(M ontana 
Pow er, 
Commonwealth Edison, AT&T), 
transportation 
(Trans 
World 
Airlines), mining 
(Kennecott 
Copper) and general business 
(American Express). 
The conglomerate’s hidden 
influence is illustrated by the 
Federal Power Commission’s 
files on Montana Power. These 
identify the security hold«* with 
the “highest voting powers” in 
the Montana utility asCarothers 
& Clark of Wilmington, Del. It 
turns out that Carothers & Clark 
is merely a paper entity, that the 
real 
control 
is 
held 
by 
Investors Diversified. 
Two other mutual fund groups 
and an insurance company also 
hold a substantial interest in 
Montana Power under other 
names. Yet these four principal 


voting interests, charges the 
study, “are not even mentioned 
in the report filed with the 
Federal Power Commission. ” 
This report “meekly accepts 
without question and displays in 
its public files a meaningless 
jumble of nominee names,” 
adds the Senate study, “which 
are purported to be the major 
holders of voting stock. ” 
Our own sources described 
mutual fund regulation as “too 
fractionalized, too generalized 
and too weak.”

Carter wooing labor’s COPE 
into camp; embracing all of 
movement’s vital policies 


WASHINGTON - Those of 
you 
who 
remember 
Henry 
“SCoop” Jackson should know 
that he’s a professional Senator 
whose second ambition has been 
to become chairman of the 
upper chamber’s Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee. Rp’s third in 
line. But the other two Senators 
ahead of him are elderly and not 
well. 
Nonetheless, 
Jackson 
has 
been on the green felt in some 
heavy 
collective 
bargaining 
betWeen 
G eorge 
M eany’s 
political strategists and Jimmy 
Carter’s round-the-clock inner 
staff. Meany sees Jackson as a 
strong 
professional 
vice- 
presidential candidate. Carter 
see? no one. Topside in the 
D em ocratic N ational Com- 
mittee, they’re betting on Ohio 
Sen. John Glenn “if his keynote 
speech 
is 
good” 
at 
the 
nominating convention. 
There are those who say 
Carter doesn’t have to barter 
with anyone - least of all the 
AFL-CIO chief, Meany. But 
those who say so don’t include 
Carter. He and his staff now are 
concluding almost daily pacts 
with the labor movement. 
Its political machine, COPE, 
still is the Democratic party’s 
infrastructure across most of 
the U.S. 
Carter knows this. Labor beat 
him 
in a 
series of state 
prifnaries and could have 
crushed him in Pennsylvania 
where he won with some 35 per 
cent of the vote. So he’ll be 
labor’s man whether he wants to 
or ijot. Despite all the heraldry, 
without COPE’s apparatus he 
has no national cam paign 
machine. 
He’s 
running 
for 
P resident 
now, 
not 
ju st 
delegates. If he wants a real 
chapce in New York, New 
Je rs e y , 
M assa c h u sse tts, 
California, 
Maryland, 
even 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, and 
perhaps Ohio, he’s got to come 
around to “16th Street” (labor’s 
national headquarters). COPE’s 
done pretty well in the South­ 
west, too, in recent elections. 
He has been coming around, of 
course. 
For example, he has 
pledged to support the new 
common situs legislation which 
Jerry Ford vetoed. This he did 
through his staff, which hass 
been meeting regularly with 
AFL-CIO Building and Con­ 
struction Trades president Bob 
Georgine. Thus he’s bound to 
sign‘ a bill giving these unions 
extended right to picket a whole 
construction site even if the 
dispute is with the builder of a 
diner 
inside 
a 
billion-dollar 
nuclear power plant project. 
And Carter is also committed 
to sign a repeal of Taft-Hartley 
section 14-B, which has given the 
states the right to ban the union 
■hop and the duee checkoff. 
Labor has been battling for such 
repeal of the “right to work” law 
(now effective in 19 states) for 
decades. 
But Carter’ big push has been 
in the maritime field. Here he 
has the support of hard-hitting, 
fund-raising, 
sophisticated 
laborite-political campaigners. 
The| liaison is with Jesse 
Calhoon, 
presidnet of the 
National 
Marine 
Engineers 
Beneficia^ Assn. 
(AFL-CIO). 


Calhoon is off and driving for 
money and manpower for Carter. 
It all developed during two 
long unreported sessions bet­ 
ween Calhoon and Carter - the 
first on 
May 
11 
in the 
Watergate apartment of an ex- 
Congressman. The second, on 
May 25, in New York’s Hotel 
Sheraton. That eyeballing came 
at 9 p.m. As Calhoon wafted in, 
Mayor Abe Beame, all aglow, 
wafted ~out. In a way, Beame 
talks for a powerful New York 
City labor coalition of 1.2 million 
members of the City Central 
Labor Council. Carter hasn’t 
been idling on this front. 
Inside the Sheraton suite 2124, 
Calhoon and Carter discussed 
the

lead er’s 
prom ises 
to

Maritime Department, led by 
Seafarers’ Paul Hall, and the 
buildup of the U.S. Merchant 
Marine. Carter was to put it all 
into a letter and Calhoon would

Carter has been wooing the NEA 
for almost two years, metting 
with them regularly and at least 
ive times since his Iowa victory.

dorsement, though it’s in the

extension 
dairyman 
located

Missouri- 
Columbia. The program, called 
Verified Identification Program 
(VIP), will be used by diary men 
to kdentify grade animals. 
Southeast 
Missouri 
Dairy 
Herd Improvement (DHI), 
Association superviors attended 
a 
two-day 
meeting at the 
Columbia campus last 
week to 
qualify as supervisors of the VIP 
program. Dr. Ricketts and other 
staff of University of Missouri 
Extension service explained the 
new national dairy program to 
approximately 50 supervisors 
and 
their 
spouses 
from 
throughout the state. 
Attending the meeting were 
Mr. and Mrs. Carl Todt of 
Sikeston, 
Southeast 
DHI 
supervisor; Mr. and Mrs. Gary 
Dobbelare of Perryville, Perry 
County supervisor; and Mr. and 
Mrs. Omer Elfrink of Bismarck. 
Mrs. Elfrink is the St. Francois 
County supervisor. 
Dr. Ricketts explained that 
VIP is a part of the National 
Cooperative 
Dairy 
Herd 
Improvement program and will 
be administered only through 
trained local DHI supervisors. It 


is available only to herds with 
grade cows enrolled in the of­ 
ficial DHI, DHIR (Dairy Herd 
Improved Registry) or owner- 
sampler record program. Male 
or female animals of any breed 
whose birthdate, sire and dam 
are known are eligible. 
“This program (VIP) is not to 
replce and does not compete 
with the eregistered breeds 
programs,” Ricketts stated. He 
emphasized the need for iden­ 
tifying higher quality grade 
animals and surmised that the 
VIP program would tend to 
increase their market value for 
breeding purposes. 
Dairymen 
will 
receive 
a 
certificate for each animal he 
chooses to enroll in the new 
program. The certificate will 
contain a sketch or photo of 
spotted animals and a tattoo or 
freeze brand number of solid- 
colored 
animals. 
Birthdate, 
breed, name of animal, sire and 
dam name and numbers and 
other pertinent information will 
be included. 
According to Ricketts, the VIP 
program has been needed for a 
long time 
to help identify 
genetically 
superior grade 
animals. “Any dairyman in­ 
terested should contact their 
DHI supervisor 
for further 
details,” he added.

PORTAGEVILLE — Our 
early cotton crop has turned into 
a late crop due to cool, dry 
weather. 
We just don’t have much 
healthy cotton in the Bootheel. 
Both early planted and late 
planted cotton has been hurt by 
cool weather. Some growers 
have planted three times trying 
to get a stand. Growers have 
contracted their crop at good 
prices and need to make a crop 
if at all possible. 
Weeds are also competing 
with cotton and growers are 
hitting, it with herbicides. Most 
of the cotton I have seen won’t 
stand too much chemical. Best 
to keep off of cotton as much as 
possible. Direct postemergence 
herbicides onto weeds and not on 


cotton. DSMA is not as hard on 
young cotton as MSMA.

established, MSMA in com­ 
bination with Cotoran, Lanex, 
Caparol and Probe can be 
directed on three-inch and taller 
cotton.

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
year's winter wheat crop was 
hurt 
by 
unseasonable 
cold 
weather last month but the har­ 
vest now under way still is ex­ 
pected to be the second largest 
on record, according to the Ag­ 
riculture Department. 
As of June 1, the department 
said Wednesday, winter wheat 
production was estimated at 
about 1 42 billion bushels. The 
forecast wa^ down 43 million 
bushels, or 3 per cent, from in­ 
dications on May 1 and put the 
1976 harvest 14 per cent below 
last year’s record of more than 
1.65 billion bushels. 
The department’s Crop Re­ 
porting Board blamed most of 
the decline during the month to 
sharp freezes in early May 
which hurt wheat in Kansas, 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and 
Kentucky. 
“The crop was hit at a criti­ 
cal stage of maturity, lowering 
yield potential’’ the report said. 
“Moisture was mostly adequate 
during the month, but short­ 
ages were evident in some 
areas, especially South Da­ 
kota.” 
Winter wheat accounts for 
about three-fourths of total U.S. 
bread grain supplies. The bal­ 
ance is planted in the spring, 
but USDA will not estimate 
spring wheat production until 
next month. However, officials 
say that the total 1976 crop 
could be around 2 billion bush­ 
els, down from a record of 
more than 2.1 billion last year. 
Despite the decline, depart­ 
ment officials say there will be 
plenty — counting wheat re­ 
serves from previous crops — 
to meet American consumer 
and foreign demands in the 
coming year. 
This July’s stockpile, for ex­ 
ample, is expected to be about 
543 million bushels against 327 


million last summer and the re­ 
serve is expected to climb fur­ 
ther by mid-1977. 
Although the report did not 
estimate spring wheat output, it 
said that farmers were able to 
plant fields "far ahead of nor­ 
mal” and were done by the en- 
dof May. 
“Condition of spring wheat in 
the dry areas of Minnesota, 
North Dakota and South Dakota 
was mostly poor to fair on June 
1,” the report said. “Late-plant­ 
ed fields are emerging to thin 
stands. Growth of earlier plan­ 
tings has been slow. With the 
exception of southeastern Min­ 
nesota, moisture is critically 
needed.” 
Estimates for 1976 corn and 
soybeans were not included. 
Those, along with spring wheat, 
will be announced on July 12. 
Meanwhile, the report said 
that com planting also prog­ 
ressed rapidly and was nearly 
completed by June 1. About 72 
per cent of the soybeans were 
planted by then, compared with 
62 per cent on June 1 of last 
year. 
While cotton planting also 
progressed rapidly this spring, 
cool and wet weather caused 
seed to germinate poorly in 
many areas. In some states as 
much as 20 per cent of the 
acreage had to be replanted or 
shifted to soybeans, the report 
said. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - In re­

ventories of government-owned 
grain have dwindled to virtual­ 
ly nothing \\hen compared with 
the huge stockpiles erf the early

A new report by the Agricul­ 
ture Department showed that 
as of April 30 the Commodity 
Credit Corporation owned fewer 
than 28.5 million bushels of the 


major feed grains, compared 
with 58 million bushels on the 
same date last year. 
The wheat inventory held by 
CCC on April 30 was 221,000 
bushels against 12.5 million a 
year earlier, the report said. 
Compared with last year’s 
grain production, the holdings 
are very small. The 1975 wheat 
crop, for example was a record 
of about 2.1 billion bushels and 
the com harvest was a record 
of nearly 5.8 billion. 
Nearly all of last year’s grain 
output has either been sold for 


cash by farmers, fed to live­ 
stock or was still being held by 
them in storage instead of turn­ 
ing it over to the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The turnovei occurs when 
market prices of grain are be­ 
low the “ price support loan” 
levels. In those cases farmers 
are inclined to get loans from 
the government on their crops 
and then let USDA have the 
grain to satisfy the loan debt.

Bootheel wheat

Pamphlets to aid farmers 
are sparking controversy

PORTAGE VILLE-Boothee' 
farmers are busy completing 
wheat harvst and trying to gel 
soybeans planted behind the 
wheat crop. 
The wheat crop was better 
than expected on most farms. 
Yields varied according to dry 
weather and disease damage. 
Several growers reported 50 to 
60 bushels per acre yield. 
However, most are running in 
the 40-bushel range. Fifteen bu- 
A yields were harvested on 
farms severely affected by dry 
weather and disease. 
Growers should be able to get 
a stand of beans after wheat as 
most 
have had sufficient 
moisture. Mack, Forrest and 
Pickett 71 performed about the 
same planted around the middle 
of June or later in the Delta 
Center date of planting tests. 
Cotton began to grow some 
after a couple of 90-degree days 
last week but was delayed by 
heavy infestation of thrips. 
Some fields are still being 
abandoned due to poor stands 
and weeds too large to clean out. 
Weeds have been a problem 
and many fields of cotton were 
further retarded by overhead 
applications to get weeds taller 
than the cotton. Overhead ap- 


plicatioins of some herbicides 
haven’t been very successful in 
controlling 
weeds. 
Directed 
applications of combinations 
will do a better job as hotter 
materials can be used. 
Careful attention should be 
given to applying herbicides so 
that drift does not affect nearby 
crops, especially phenoxy-type 
herbicides near cotton and other 
susceptible crops.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov­ 
ernment pamphlets explaining 
work dangers to farmers are 
sparking controversy because 
of language one congressman 
says must have been written 
“for a New Yorker about to 
visit a farm for the first time.” 
The booklets, prepared at a 
cost of almost $500,000 by the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, are designed to 
help farmers and farmhands 
understand new federal safety 
rules. 
One pamphlet, “Safety With 
Beef Cattle,” declares in large, 
bold print that “hazards are 
one of the main causes of acci­ 
dents” and explains, "You can 
make your work area safe by 
finding hazards and removing 
them.” 
Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., says 
the language is “so incredibly 
arrogant and insulting that it 
nearly leaves me speechless.” 
He said OSHA material for oth­ 


er industries is not so childish 
and that apparently only farm­ 
ers have been singled out for 
such treatment. 
The beef cattle booklet has 
the American National Cattle­ 
men’s Association “laughing 
with tears in our eyes” with 
such advice as: “When floors 
are wet and slippery with 
manure, you can have a bad 
fall. You could also trip over 
junk or trash.” 
The pamphlets are being dis­ 
tributed in cooperation with the 
Extension Service in the Agri­ 
culture Department. New feder­ 
al rules affecting farmers who 
hire outside labor have been 
announced by the agency. 
One cluster of regulations af­ 
fecting 
protective 
shields 
around machinery was to have 
gone into effect June 7 but was 
delayed until Oct. 25, partly be­ 
cause the informational mate­ 
rial, including the pamphlets, 
were not ready. 
Rep. Thomas Hagedorn, R- 


Mich., said, “The material in 
these pamphlets seems to be 
written for a New Yorker about 
to visit a farm for the first 
time.” He said 155,000 copies of 
each of 28 pamphlets are being 
printed at a cost of $347,220 and 
that the government paid ex­ 
perts at Purdue 
University 
$119,500 for developing the ma­ 
terial. 


Among the pamphlets are: 
Safety with Front-End Loaders; 
Beware of Machine Hazards; 
Rules for Flagmen; 
Cotton 
Harvesting Safety; Using An­ 
hydrous Ammonia Safely; Safe­ 
ty with Rotary Mowers; Work­ 
ing Safely with Poultry; and 
Using Grain Harvesting Equip­ 
ment. 
Sen. Herman Talmadge, D- 
Ga., noted that a new OSHA 
pamphlet advises farmers to 
“speak softly to cows.... 
“Then 
there’s 
one 
about 
being careful when you step in 
manure because it’s slippery.”

DEAR MRS.D.B. — A company making such stick- 
ons once gave me the following procedure for removing 
them from tubs. Work edges loose with a putty knife 
enough to get a firm grip add then pull. If hard to do, add 
some water and pull again. Remove the remaining bits 
with linseed oil or lacquer thinner, but since these are 
fire hazards, some may prefer scrubbing off with a good 
household cleanser. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My husband thought up the following 
Pointer to use when popping cbrn. He empties the popped corn 
into a brown paper bag, sprinkles salt into the bag. closes it 
and then shakes. The corn comes out evenly salted and with no 
mess. —OPAL. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns consumer safety 
I would like to see makers of garden supplies put waterproof 
labels on their products. The proper mix of such chemicals is 
most important and when boxes and bottles are handled with 
wet hands the directions can become unreadable. Also their 
CAUTION labels can be smeared from use. This concern for 
safety also applies to many common household products in 
general use —BEATRICE. 
DEAR POLLY — I have just been reading in the column 
about drying parsley. I used to use the same method but have 
now found an even better way to keep it. In the summer I have 
more parsley in my garden than I can use so I wash it. put it in 
the blender with some water and then put in ice trays to freeze 
into cubes. After they are frozen I put the cubes in plastic bags 
or containers. When needed, I pop one or two into my soup, 
gravy or whatever. The parsley seems to have a fresher taste 
when done this way than when dried. —MRS.S.

JAPANESE brides use white, red and black make-up as 
part of ancient tradition showing bride’s naivete. Bridal 
veil restrains “demon’s horns” that could appear if her 
temper overcomes submissiveness.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Have you any idea what 
M adam e B u tterfly went 
through to get ready for the 
wedding? 
Following precise Japanese 
custom, she spent at least two 
hours just putting on her 
make-up. All right, she fixed 
her hair and got into her white 
kimono, too. Still, two hours is 
two hours. 
And then, before she could 
even choose her silverware, 
Lt. Pinkerton skipped back 
across the ocean with a grin 
and a cheerful sayonara. 
Now it is possible that 
Butterfly’s appearance after 
th e w ed d in g n ig h t had 
something to do with that. As 
a respectable Japanese wife, 
she would have emerged from 
th e b ath ro o m w ith her 
eyebrows shaved and her 
teeth blackened. 
Pinkerton, 
nevertheless, 
was a cad and we’ll make no 
cases for him here. 
This being June, however, 
we will take a closer look at 
the Japanese bride because 
Japanese influence is growing 
in this country and customs 
have a way of rubbing off. 
(The Japan Trade Center in 
New York reports that direct 
Japanese investment in the 


united States grew from $88 
million dollars in 1960 to $307 
million in 1973.) 
Chako Nagashima is direc­ 
tor of beauty training for 
Shiseido (pronounced she- 
SA Y -do), 
the Japanese 
cosmetic company which was 
founded in 1872 and claims to 
be the oldest and largest in the 
world. It began distributing 
its products here 10 years ago. 
Miss Nagashima is tiny, 
pretty, dressed in fashionable 
western clothes and make-up, 
and apologetic about her 
English which is heavily 
accented. 
“In Japan, 75 per cent of 
marriages are traditional,” 
she says. “I think the average 
bride is 23 or 24 now, but June 
is very bad month for brides 
in Japan because it is rainy 
season. Very hot and humid. 


We prefer autumn or early 
spring.” 
June isn’t good, eh? Well, 
how 
ab o u t w h ite ? 
Do 
Japanese brides wear white? 
“ Y es, traditional bride 
must wear white to show she 
is pure and innocent. Also, 
when you marry, you must 
assume your husband’s ways. 
White is a color that can adapt 
to any other color. So bride 
wears white gown and special 
white make-up. It is an oil 


base plus water base founda­ 
tion and it last seven, eight, 
nine hours.” 
But the only other colors she 
is permitted for the ceremony 
are red and black. 
“You see,” she explains, 


“husband will teach you many 
things when you marry. 
Sometimes you are shy and 
you blush. So bride put lots of 
rouge on cheekbone, ear lobe 
and under eyebrow. Also, it 
shows she is excited because 
she is going to marry.” 
A little black eye liner and 
black mascara — but no eye 
shadow because “ that is 
Am erican and European 
style” — and then she draws 
her eyebrows. 
“The eyebrow is very im­ 
portant. It shows character. 


The standard eyebrow is 
brought out two thirds over 
the eye, where it arches. Then 
it comes down at 45-degree 
angle, past the eye. 
“But for wedding, eyebrow 
must be shorter. It must not 
extend past the eye itself. It 
must look like baby’s eyebrow 
because always they want the 
bride to be innocent, like a 
baby, and start a new life with 
her husband.” 
Oh. yes — about the white 
foundation. She doesn't want 
io forget to mention that the 
bride applies it to her hands 
and neck as well as her face. 
“It look funny if she has 
white face and different color 
hands.” she says, grinning. 
“ And bride's hands show 
because she always carry a 


tan. It is symbol ot good 
luck.” 
And an ingenious one at 
that, When the fan is opened, 
the frame crosses at the base 
in d ic a tin g a jo in in g ; a 
marriage of sorts. And the arc 
created by the opening of the 
fan represents a long life to be 
shared by the partners. 
The knife the bride tucks in­ 
side her obi, or sash, is a less 
sanguine reminder of the old 
ways. She was expected to use 
it on herself when and if her 
husband died. Now, it’s simp­ 
ly a chilling anachronism. 
Finally, the bride covers 
her head with a white scarf. 
“ Jap an ese woman m ust 
always be subdued. She must 
never get angry or excited. 
When an animal gets angry, it 
shows its horns. The scarf 


doesn't let the horns show.” 
That business about shaving 
the eyebrows and blackening 
the teeth has died out, but 
Miss Nagashim a’s grand­ 
mother followed it strictly. “I 
asked her once why she shav­ 
ed her eyebrows and she said 
to show she was married 
woman. And they thought it 
was sophisticated to have 
black teeth. When you had 
black teeth, you were no 
longer a child.” 
So 
t he r e 
you 
h a v e 
traditional Japanese wedding' 
procedure. You might con­ 
sider some of these things if 
you’re planning a wedding. 
But we'd hold off on the 
eyebrows and the teeth —■ at 
least until the first big fight.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
The liaison man is wearing 
combat boots, paratrooper 
pants, a multi-colored tee 
shirt, one small earring and a 
baseball cap. 
Every few moments, he 
reports* to this small dressing 
room where models sit joking 
with each other while two 
young English hairdressers 
and their assistants juggle 
hair dryers, electric curlers, 
hair pins and hair pieces 
above them. 
“ Albert wants the long hair 
pulled back and kept very 
sim ple,'’ the liaison man an­ 
nounces. 
“ I wear a hat the first time 
out," says the model with the 
long, red hair. She’s wearing a 
bra and blue jeans at the mo­ 
ment, and Ian Harrington — 
half of the English team — is 
brushing her hair 
“Okay,” Harrington says, 
“ we’ll pull it back with a 
rubber band.” 
There’s a blurring of bodies, 
finished models leaving, new 
ones arriving, and suddenly, 
H arrington is setting the 
redhead's hair with electric 
curlers. Albert just sent word 
he wants it “ hairy.” 
There’s less than an hour to 
go before Albert Capraro’s 
fall 76 show for press and 
buyers begins Out front, the 
audience is piling into the 
F a s h io n 
I n s t i t u t e 
of 
Technology's amphitheatre. 
But not to worry, as the 
English say. If Albert sudden­ 
ly announced that he wanted 
the 15 or so models’ hair light­ 
ly frizzed, medium rare and 
hold the mayo, Harrington 
and his p a rtn e r. D avid 
Daines. quietly working the 
other end of the room, would 
fall to. 
Harrington and Daines, who 
run a chic Madison Avenue 
hair salon called Davian, 
work most of the top designer 
shows on Seventh Avenue. 
During the two weeks each 
spring and fall when new 
collections are shown, that can 
mean four or five shows in one

'We only have half an hour 
to an hour to do the girls 
hair,” Daines says, “ but we 
do m ost of the m odels 
anyway, so we know their 
hair. The procedure is that a 
couple of weeks before the 
show, we see each collection 
and get the designer’s feelings 
so we know what they want." 
Harrington, slighter and 
shorter than his partner, adds, 
“ We change the models’ hair 
only within the haircut they 
have, because most of the 
girls do all the shows." 
A designer can use from 10 
to 30 models for a showing, 


and each girl can make half a 
dozen appearances. “ We’ll 
need five hairdressers for 
Calvin K lein’s show next 
w eek,’’ 
H arrington says. 
“ He’ll have five exits and en­ 
trances and we have to cover 
each door so if the model rips 
off her hat and messes her 
hair, there’s someone there to 
fix it.” 
Then, too, while she’s being 
helped into her next outfit, a 
hairdresser is stuffing her 
hair under a hat, pulling it out 
from under, slicking it back, 
turning it up, adding a hair 
piece or removing one. 
F o r th e f i r s t h alf of 


C a p ra r o ’s sh o w , w hich 
featu red sp o rty , country 
clothes, not a strand of hair 
was in sight. Hoods and 
knitted caps hid everything. 
But by the tim e the evening 
clothes appeared — chiffon 
cocktail dresses and liquid 
evening pajamas — the hair 
was flowing freely. 
“The advantages to doing 
fashion shows are personal,” 
Daines says. “ We re all deal­ 
ing with the total look and 
w orking ahead helps us 
prepare for our clients, so we 
can keep them on top of 
fashion.” 
Hair for fall, the gentlemen 
say, will be a lot softer and 
m ore fem inine than the 
geometric look now promi­ 
nent. 
“What we do for a show 
appears on the street in a ton­ 
ed down way,” says Daines. 
“ A good hairdresser adapts 
something specifically to an 
individual. We teach our staff 
to relate to the customer, to 
consider lifestyle as well as 
facial features and not just to 
go over and start cutting.” 
Though Daines laughs at 
first, models, he says, are not 
difficult to work with. 
“You get the difficult in­ 
dividual. Usually, the first 
time you meet them, they’re 
on the defensive. They have 
their own opinions about 
fashion but once you spend a 
few minutes together, it’s all 
right.” 
Don’t forget, Harrington 
adds, “ If a model has a bad 
haircut, she can be canceled 
from a booking.” So her con­ 
cern is understandable. 
Finally, yes, it is absolutely 
true that hairdressers get an 
earful from their customers. 
“ W e r e 
p s y c h ia tr is ts ,” 
Daines says. “ W ere friends 
of our custom ers, blit not 
socially. We don’t know their 
lovers or boyfriends or 
husbands, so they talk about 
them." 
Models, on the other hand, 
don’t talk. “ They don’t have 
to," Harrington says, smiling, 
“we know all about them."

BALTIMORE (AP) - Feder­ 
ally-subsidized family planning 
programs appear to narrow the 
gap between white and non­ 
white infant mortality rates, 
according to a study by Johns 
Hopkins University. 
The study showed that in­ 
creases in the use of family 
planning services by poor wom­ 
en of the child bearing age 
were paralleled by decreases in 
non-white infant mortality rates 
between 1969 and 1973. 
Non-white infant mortality in 
nine Maryland counties fell by 
more than 26 per cent during 
this period, while the use of 
family planning services by 


needy non-white women rose by 
26 per cent.

ducted the study, said the lower 
infant mortality rate cannot be 
accounted for by general im­ 
provement in the living condi­ 
tions in the counties since they 
did not experience a pattern of 
higher incomes or improved so­ 
cial services. 
The researchers said avail­ 
able data does not indicate that 
prenatal clinic visits, well-baby 
services, improved immuniza­ 
tion or the availability of abor­ 
tion accounted for the improve- 


mortality rate. 
Instead, Thome and Green 
reasoned that the use of birth 
control reduces the infant mor­ 
tality rate by reducing the 
number of high risk infants 
bom.

Doctors associate infant mor­ 
tality with poverty, very young 
and very old maternal age, 
short birth intervals, and with 
large numbers of children bom 
to one woman.

deaths during 1969 and 1970, 
showed the greatest decreases 
in non-white infant mortality to 
be in the counties which also 
had the greatest increases in 
the porportion of needy women 
using public family planning 
services. 


In the two-year base period, 
Prince Georges County had 137 
non-white infant deaths. In 1972 
and 1973 after the expansion of 
federally funded family plan­ 
ning services, the county had 
106 non-white infant deaths. 


Non-white infant deaths in 
the county declined from 27 per 
1,000 live deaths to 19 per 1,000 
live deaths. 


Only one of the nine counties 
studied experienced an increase 
in non-white infant mortality. 
St. Marys County had 15 non­ 
white infant deaths in the first 
period and 17 in the second pe­ 
riod.

Threading your needle with 
another color, whip the stitches 
by carrying the contrasting 
thread around each straight 
thread at the base of the But­ 
tonhole stitches. Carry it below 
your original thread without 
piercing the fabric. Whipping 
may be used with Backstitch, 
threaded t hrough Cross 
stitches, Chain stitches and 
many others. If you whip Stem 
stitch in the same color as the 
original line of stitching, you 
get a very crisp outline which is 
a little raised from the fabric.

tional convention delegates, ac­ 
cording to The AP tally, while 
Reagan has 915. 
It takes 1,130 votes to win 
nomination at the national con­ 
vention. There are 164 uncom­ 
m itted delegates and 174 yet to 
be chosen nationally.

were chosen Saturday. Accord­ 
ing to The AP tally, Jim m y 
C arter has 1,416 delegates — 89 
short of the number neededfor 
nomination His only remaining 
active opponent. Gov Edmund

Caucuses of Republicans rep­ 


resenting W ashington’s seven

While he was attending Washington’ s Georgetown 
University in 1949, William Peter Blatty read about the 
reported exorcism of a 14-year-old boy in nearby Mt. 
Rainier, Maryland. The entire subject of diabolical 
possession came to fascinate Blatty, and two decades 
later he wrote a novel on the subject that proved 
equally fascinating to millions of readers. Since its 
publication in 19711 “ The Exorcist” has sold over 
6,000,000 copies in the United States alone, and has 
been translated into 18 languages and has reawakened 
world-wide interest in the whole spectrum of super­ 
natural phenomena. 
The Maryland case on which Blatty modeled his 
tale about a p o ss e ss e d young girl was by no means the 
only such incident in recent times. Exorcistic cere­ 
monies remain a bastion of certain Eastern cultures, 
several Western exorcisms in this century have been 
extensively documented and countless others have 
undoubtedly 
been 
performed 
in

secrecy 
still 
enshrouding this ancient practice. 
Ours is* a skeptical age, and a host of physiological 
and psychological explanations have recently been 
advanced for c a s e s of “ diabolical p o ss e ss io n ." P sy ­ 
chosurgery, arteriography and newly discovered drugs 
are all scientific alternatives to the ritual of exorcism. 
Yet no discovery has enabled us to understand the 
fundamental nature of evil and its irrational, violent, 
persistent infestation of man throughout history.

Since man first believed in demons, he has also 
believed that these malignant forces can take pos­ 
session of him. And since man’ s earliest conviction 
that he could control his fate, he has conducted rites 
of exorcism to purge evil from those p o ssessed . 
Exorcisms date a s far back as ancient Egypt but 
did not flourish until the Middle Ages. Because pagan 
influences gradually perverted the ceremony, its u ses 
and techniques were regulated by the Roman Catholic 
Church with the 1614 publication of the “ Rituale 
Romanorum." Since then, exorcisms have largely been 
performed in secrecy, and reported modern instances 
are rare. 
Perhaps the most widely publicized exorcism in 
20rh-century America occurred in 1949, when a Jesu it 
priest expelled a demon from a 14-year-old boy living 
in Mt. Rainier, Maryland. 
The boy’ s p ossession was first noted in a series 
of mysterious manifestations - scratching and marching 
sounds under his bed, furniture sliding across his room, 
the tilting of a chair on which he sat, the levitation of 
objects about him. When these witnessed phenomena 
were accompanied by livid red eruptions on the boy’ s 
body, his parents consulted numerous medical and 
religious authorities, but no explanations or cures 
could be found for the increasingly frequent horrors. 
After obtaining permission from his archbishop, a 
priest conducted nearly 30 rites of exorcism over the 
next two months. While the religious ceremonies were 
being held, the boy would curse, fight and kick those 
around him. 
Finally, after reading of a similar case 75 years 
earlier in Wisconsin, the officiating priest forced the 
boy to wear a chain of religious medals and hold a 
crucifix in his hand during the exorcism. The boy 
responded with greater violence than ever, and five 
Alexian 
Brothers 
were necessary to constrain the 
youngster’ s nearly super-human strength. Following an 
especially severe spastic bout, the demon announced 
himself through the boy’ s lips and then departed. 
Today, that boy is a happily married 38-year-old 
man with no recollection of the three months in which 
the demon took command of his body - if in fact that 
is what happened. The priest’ s account, now lodged in 
official Roman Catholic archives, evidences no doubt 
that

p o ssessed . Modern 
science, however, has a battery of possible explana­ 
tions and cures that might have alleviated the young­ 
sters suffering. 
As far back a s 1583 the Church has recognized

Before assuming 
the bench he had m any years of 
experience as a trial law yer and 
was well-founded in the law and 
judicial procedures.

the New Y ork Y ankees for $1.5 m illion. 
It w as perhaps the m ost decisive and certainly the m ost con­ 
tro v ersial action in his seven y ears a s com m issioner. 
And it set him up for w hat is expected to be a tough challenge from 
the A’s form idable ow ner, F inley . A loss in court could be 
d evastating to K uhn’s career. 
“ W e're going to court M onday m orning for an injunction,” Finley 
told his m anager, Chuck T anner, on F rid ay . 
“ I don’t know w hat Kuhn is trying to do. but it seem s to m e he is 
going against the law of the land w hen the courts have rules these 
p lay ers can play out their option,” said Finley. 
Y ankees ow ner G eorge S teinbrenner is expected to join the suit, 
said b u t Red Sox ow ner Tom Y aw key said he w ould not. 
“ T he Red Sox will not take the com m issioner to court. 1 h ate 
law suits. T here a re too m any law suits in sp orts alread y . I’ve had m y 
stom ach full of th em ,” Y aw key said. 
“ I ’m dum founded,” said the Y ankees’ vocal m an ag er, Billy 
M artin. “ This is w orse than W aterg ate.” 
M eanw hile, Finley decided that he w ould not allow the th ree 
p layers to suit up “ If C harlie uses any of the players then, in 


essence, he is ratifying the com m issioner’s position,” said F in ley ’s 
attorney, Neil P apiano. “ Also, w hat if th e A 's play Rudi and he 
break s a leg and then the courts rule Rudi belongs to Boston. Who is 
to determ ine who will com pensate bBoston for the loss of R udi? ” 
Finley told T anner: “ I don’t even w ant them in uniform . Also, 
keep them out of the clubhouse. O akland players have been known 
to get hurt in th ere." 
However, on S aturday, Finley said in an interview , that he would 
suit the players up. allow them to continue w orkouts, but they would 
not be put in a ball gam e. 
All three w ere back in O akland S aturday. Blue refused to com ­ 
m ent and Rudi said only: “Ju st forget everything I’ve said all week. 
It’s all off.”

Former Israeli Prime Minster Golda Meir appeared on 
the ABC television program ‘‘Issues and Answers” last 
week and engaged in a little pulling of the American 
public leg. One question concerned Israel’s nuclear 
capability and published reports that Israel has a 
nuclear arsenal of 10 to 20 bombs. ‘‘That’s pure non­ 
sense,” she said. 
‘‘We’re not a nuclear country. Israel 
has no nuclear weapons.” 
We hope our Israeli friends will forgive is if we politely 
decline to accept such a statement. Israel has long 
possessed a nuclear reactor, at Dimona, and what goes 
on there is not exactly a matter of public record. There 
might be some quibbling as to whether the necessary 
assemblage of a nuclear weapon has actually taken 
place, but this would be a matter of hours at most, and 
more likely only minutes. The U.S. intelligence com­ 
munity, for one, has no doubt as to Israel’s nuclear 
capability. A nation as mortally threatened as Israel 
considers itself to be would be remiss if it did not acquire 
every possible deterrent. 
Why then Mrs. Meir’s flat denial? 
We can only ascribe it to the tendency of governments 
in general to lie about things which are considered to be 
damaging if acknowledged in public. The U.S. gover­ 
nment has not always been an exception. Sometimes this 
may even be legitimate and necessary. The Israelis have 
evidently concluded that their public posture on nuclear 
weapons should be the disavowal made by Mrs. Meir. In 
private, they assume the Arabs are well aware of their 
capabilities, and that is what counts. 
The trouble with this is that the Middle East peace, if it 
is ever to come, must rest upon an eventual acceptance 
by both sides of the stated intentioas of the other. In other 
words, on credibility. Israel must believe that the Arabs 
will ultimately reconcile themselves to her existence, or 
she will never give up any more territory. And the Arabs 
mast 
believe that Israel really intends to make 
territorial concessions, or else they can have no faith in 
the negotiating process. 
Right now, the burden of credibility rests more heavily 
on Israel. Israelis, for example, are establishing set­ 
tlements in occupied Arab territory in a manner which 
seems to belie the oft repeated statement that the 
territorial question is negotiable. The Arabs are un­ 
derstandably inferring from this that Israel has no in­ 
tention of giving any of these areas back — ever. 
In this already suspicious climate, Mrs. Meir’s deniel 
of the obvious is not verv helpful.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov­ 
ernm ent pamphlets explaining 
work dangers to farm ers are 
sparking controversy because 
of language one congressm an 
says must have been w ritten 
“ for a New Yorker about to 
visit a farm for the first tim e.” 
The booklets, prepared at a 
cost of alm ost $500,000 by the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, are designed to 
help farm ers and farm hands 
understand new federal safety 
rules. 


One pamphlet, “ Safety With 
Beef Cattle," declares in large, 
bold print that "hazards are 
one of the m ain causes of acci­ 
dents" and explains. “ You can 
m ake your work area safe by 
finding hazards and removing 
them .” 


Sen Carl Curtis. R-Neb., says 
the language is “ so incredibly 
arrogant and insulting that it 
nearly leaves me speechless." 
He said OSHA m aterial for oth­ 


er industries is not so childish 
and that apparently only farm ­ 
ers have been singled out for 
such treatm ent.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Have you any idea what 
Madame 
Butterfly went 
through to get ready for the 
wedding? 
Following precise Japanese 
custom, she spent at least two 
hours just putting on her 
make-up All right, she fixed 
her hair and got into her white 
kimono, too. Still, two hours is 
two hours. 
And then, before she could 
even choose her silverware, 
Lt. Pinkerton skipped back 
across the ocean with a grin 
and a cheerful sayonara 
Now it is possible that 
Butterfly’s appearance after 
the wedding night had 
something to do with that. As 
a respectable Japanese wife, 
she would have emerged from 
the bathroom with her 
eyebrows shaved and her 
teeth blackened 
Pinkerton, 
nevertheless, 
was a cad and we ll make no 
cases for him here. 
This being June, however, 
we will take a closer look at 
the Japanese bride because 
Japanese influence is growing 
in this country and customs 
have a way of rubbing off. 
(The Japan Trade Center in 
New York reports that direct 
Japanese investment in the 


united States grew from $88 
million dollars in 1960 to $307 
million in 1973.) 
Chako Nagashima is direc­ 
tor of beauty training for 
Shiseido (pronounced she- 
SAY-do), 
the Japanese 
cosmetic company which was 
founded in 1872 and claims to 
be the oldest and largest in the 
world. It began distributing 
its products here 10 years ago. 
Miss Nagashima is tiny, 
pretty, dressed in fashionable 
western clothes and make-up. 
and apologetic about her 
English which is heavily 
accented. 
“ In Japan, 75 per cent of 
marriages are traditional,” 
she says. " I think the average 
bride is 23 or 24 now, but June 
is very bad month for brides 
in Japan because it is rainy 
season Very hot and humid 


We prefer autumn or early 
spring.” 
June isn’t good, eh? Well, 
how about 
w h ite ? 
Do 
Japanese brides wear white? 
“ Yes, traditional bride 
must wear white to show she 
is pure and innocent. Also, 
when you marry, you must 
assume your husband’s ways. 
White is a color that can adapt 
to any other color. So bride 
wears white gown and special 
white make-up It is an oil 


base plus water base founda­ 
tion and it last seven, eight, 
nine hours 
But the only other colors she 
is permitted for the ceremony 
are red and black 
“ You see," she explains. 


“ husband will teach you many 
things when you m arry. 
Sometimes you are shy and 
you blush. So bride put lots of 
rouge on cheekbone, ear lobe 
and under eyebrow Also, it 
shows she is excited because 
she is going to marry.” 
A little black eye liner and 
black mascara — but no eye 
shadow because “ that is 
Am erican and European 
style” — and then she draws 
her eyebrows 
“ The eyebrow is very im­ 
portant. it shows character 


The standard eyebrow is 
brought out two thirds over 
the eye. where it arches Then 
it comes down at 45-degree 
angle, past the eve 


“ But for wedding, eyebrow 
must be shorter It must not 
extend past the eye itself It 
must look like baby's eyebrow 
because always they want the 
bride to be innocent, like a 
baby, and start a new life with 
her husband." 
Oh. yes — about the white 
foundation She doesn't want 
io forget to mention that the 
bride applies it to her hands 
and neck as well as her face 
“ It look funny if she has 
white face and different color 
hands." she says, grinning 
“ And brides hands show 
because she always carry a 


tan 
lt is symbol ot good 
luck.” 
And an ingenious one at 
that. When the fan is opened, 
the frame crosses at the base 
indicating a joining; a 
marriage of sorts And the arc 
created by the opening of the 
fan represents a long life to be 
shared by the partners. 
The knife the bride tucks in­ 
side her obi, or sash, is a less 
sanguine reminder of the old 
ways She was expected to use 
it on herself when and if her 
husband died Now. it’s simp­ 
ly a chilling anachronism 
Finally, the bride covers 
her head with a white scarf 
“ Japanese woman must 
always be subdued She must 
never get angry or excited 
When an animal gets angry, it 
shows its horns. The scarf 


doesn’t let the horns show.” 
That business about shaving 
the eyebrows and blackening 
the teeth has died out, but 
Miss Nagashima’s grand­ 
mother followed it strictly. “ I 
asked her once why she shav­ 
ed her eyebrows and she said 
to show she was married 
woman And they thought it 
was sophisticated to have 
black teeth 
When you had 
black teeth, you were no 
longer a child." 


So 
there 
you 
have 
traditional Japanese wedding- 
procedure. You might con­ 
sider some of these things if 
you're planning a wedding 
But we’d hold off on the 
eyebrows and the teeth — at 
least until the first big fight.

BALT1MORE (AP) - Feder­ 
ally-subsidized family planning 
programs appear to narrow the 
gap between white and non­ 
white infant mortality rates, 
according to a study by Johns 
Hopkins University. 
The study showed that in­ 
creases in the use of family 
planning services by poor wom­ 
en of the child bearing age 
were paralleled by decreases in 
non-white infant mortality rates 
between 1969 and 1973. 
Non-white infant mortality in 
nine Maryland counties fell by

control reduces the infant mor­ 
tality 
rate 
by reducing the 
number of high risk infants 
born. 
Doctors associate infant mor­ 
tality with poverty, very young 
and very old maternal age, 
short birth intervals, and with 
large numbers of children born 
to one woman. 
In the base years of 1969 and 
1970, 
the study showed that 
only 18 per cent of the needy, 
non-white women in the coun­ 
ties studied were making use of 
birth control services supplied 


by state and federal agencies. 
In 1973 and 1974 , 41 per cent 
of the target population was us­ 
ing the services. The number of 
active non-white users of public 
birth control facilities increased 
from 2,488 to 5,508 during the 
period. 
The study, 
which

were 
more than 10 non-white infant 
deaths during 1969 and 1970, 
showed the greatest decreases 
in non-white infant mortality to 
be in the counties which also 
had the greatest increases in 
the porportion of needy women 
using public family planning 
services. 


In the two-year base period, 
Prince Georges County had 137 
non-white infant deaths. In 1972 
and 1973 after the expansion of 
federally funded family plan­ 
ning services, the county had 
106 non-white infant deaths. 


Non-white infant deaths in 
the county declined from 27 per 
1,000 live deaths to 19 per 1,000 
live deaths. 


Only one of the nine counties 
studied experienced an increase 
in non-white infant mortality. 
St. Marys County had 15 non­ 
white infant deaths in the first 
period and 17 in the second pe­ 
riod.

As 
she said, “apples are hardly 
ever a true red so I picked a 
tone with some yellow in it and 
a little rust,” Then she chose 
three shades of green for the 
leaves and tendrils.

Dear Y.A.A.. 
Whipping, usually done in a 
c o n t r a s t i n g c o l o r , is a 
decorative second-stage used 
with many stitches. For exam­ 
ple, you may have completed a 
row of Buttonhole stitches. 
Threading your needle with 
another color, whip the stitches 
by carrying the contrasting 
thread around each straight 
thread at the base of the But­ 
tonhole stitches. Carry it below 
your original thread without 
piercing the fabric. Whipping 
may be used with Backstitch, 
t h r e a d e d t h r o u g h Cross 
stitches, Cham stitches and 
many others. If you whip Stem 
stitch in the same color as the 
original line of stitching, you 
get a very crisp outline which is 
a little raised from the fabric.
